To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stanley  Urban  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1967. 

The  health  record  for  the  district  was  good,  with  no  serious  incidence  of 
infectious  disease. 

The  vital  statistics  show  a  fall  in  the  birth  rate  and  death  rate,  and  an  increase 
in  the  rates  of  infantile  and  perinatal  mortality.  The  tuberculosis  death  rate  is 
the  same  as  in  the  previous  years,  but  there  is  an  increase  in  the  maternal 
mortality  rate  due  to  one  maternal  death. 

Heart  disease  continues  to  be  the  main  case  of  death,  but  there  is  a  decrease 
in  the  number  of  deaths  from  coronary  disease.  The  number  of  deaths  from 
lung  cancer  and  bronchitis  has  increased  and  the  number  of  accidental  deaths 
show  a  marked  decrease. 

As  in  previous  years,  I  have  received  the  utmost  co-operation  from  my 
colleagues  in  general  practice  and  in  hospital. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  continued  support,  and 
the  Staff  for  their  unfailing  loyalty.

DEATHS 

(a)  Infant  and  Maternal  Deaths 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  during  the  year  was  16  (23.7  per  1,000  live 
births);  12  of  these  occurred  in  the  first  week  of  life.  In  the  previous  year  there 
were  15  infant  deaths  (20.8  per  1,000  live  births).  The  rate  for  Durham  County 
was  20.7  and  England  and  Wales  18.3. 

The  number  of  stillbirths  which  occurred  during  the  year  was  13,  giving  a 
stillbirth  rate  of  18.9  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths.  This  compares  with  the 
rate  of  15.5  for  Durham  County  and  14.8  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  investigation  of  all  perinatal  deaths  in  Stanley  and  Consett  Urban 
Districts  was  continued  for  the  eleventh  successive  year.  Each  case  is  investigated 
in  detail  and  as  far  as  possible  a  post  mortem  is  carried  out  in  every  case.  The 
scope  of  the  survey  has  widened  considerably  and  consideration  is  given  to 
the  presence  of  an  avoidable  factor  associated  with  the  cause  of  death.  Quarterly 
meetings  are  held  with  the  Consultants  at  the  Richard  Murray  Hospital,  and 
each  year  a  report  is  presented  to  a  meeting  of  hospital  medical  staff,  general 
practitioners  and  local  health  authority  medical  staff.  Co-operation  from  the 
hospital  medical  and  nursing  staff,  midwives  and  general  practitioners  is 
excellent. 

There  were  25  perinatal  deaths  during  the  year  and  21  had  post  mortem 
examinations  by  a  pathologist.  The  perinatal  mortality  rate  is  36.4  as  compared 
with  26.6  for  Durham  County  and  25.4  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  was  one  maternal  death  during  the  year — a  woman  of  37  years  who 
died  from  pulmonary  embolism.

The  main  causes  of  death  in  the  district  during  the  year  were  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  circulatory  system,  cancer,  bronchitis  and  pneumonia  in  that  order 
of  prevalence.  Of  the  total  of  509  resident  deaths  274  died  outside  the  urban 
district,  mainly  in  neighbouring  hospitals. 

Coronary  Disease 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  coronary  diseases,  there 
being  124  as  compared  with  143  in  the  previous  year.

Coronary  disease  continues  to  be  responsible  for  an  alarming  number  of  deaths 
of  men  and  women  in  the  prime  of  life.  Stress  and  strain  of  modern  life  seems  to 
be  an  important  factor  in  its  causation  although  undoubtedly  there  are  many 
other  contributing  factors. 

Lung  Cancer

previous  year.

The  death  rate  for  lung  cancer  for  this  area  was  0.63  per  1,000  population 
as  compared  with  0.58  for  England  and  Wales  and  0.55  for  Durham  County. 
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There  were  28,250  deaths  from  this  disease  in  England  and  Wales  during 
the  year,  a  large  majority  being  males  (23,546). 

The  evidence  of  the  association  of  cigarette  smoking  with  lung  cancer  is  now 
overwhelming  and  is  generally  accepted  but  still  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any 
marked  change  in  the  smoking  habits  of  the  public  and  the  annual  toll  of  deaths 
from  lung  cancer  continues. 

When  cigarette  smoking  is  presented  to  the  young  people  by  every  advertising 
medium  as  having  a  certain  glamour,  it  is  difficult  in  health  education  to  stress 
the  dangers  of  the  habit. 

Bronchitis 

There  were  29  deaths  from  bronchitis  during  the  year  as  compared  with  25 
in  the  previous  year.

Bronchitis,  often  referred  to  as  the  ‘English  Killing’  disease,  continues  to  be 
one  of  our  greatest  problems. 


Air  pollution,  whether  it  be  from  the  atmosphere  or  from  tobacco  smoke, 
seems  to  be  a  most  important  factor  in  causing  and  aggravating  the  disease. 


Accidents 

During  the  year  there  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  accidents  causing 
death — there  being  9  as  compared  with  18  in  1966.

The  number  of  accidents  in  the  home  decreased  from  7  in  1966  to  3  during 
the  year  under  review.  Provisional  figures  for  home  accident  deaths  in  England 
and  Wales  show  a  reduction  by  nearly  530  deaths  as  compared  with  1966,  the 
comparative  figures  being  1967 — 6,676  and  1966 — 7,206. 


The  loss  of  life  from  accidents  in  the  home  gives  rise  to  great  concern  particu¬ 
larly  as  many  of  these  accidents  could  be  prevented  by  taking  adequate  care 
and  precautions.

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II.  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 


A.  Environmental  Circumstances  and  Local  Authority  Services 


(a)  GENERAL 


Water 

The  Durham  County  Water  Board  provide  the  public  supply  from  the 
reservoirs  at  Smiddy  Shaw,  Waskerley  Park  and  Hisehope;  filtration  and 
chlorination  being  carried  out  at  Honey  Hill,  Waskerley. 

The  bacteriological  quality  of  the  water  supplied  through  the  reconstructed 
Honey  Hill  Filter  Plant  has  been  excellently  maintained  and  no  complaints  have 
been  made  of  the  colour  which  is  now  negligible. 

The  new  12-inch  main  to  the  Ever- Ready  Factory  at  Tanfield  Lea  was  com¬ 
pleted  and  new  mains  were  also  laid  to  private  development  at  Vincent  Terrace, 
Annfield  Plain  and  Council  development  at  East  Street,  West  of  Tyne  Road 
and  Station  Road,  Stanley. 

Chlorine  residual  was  found  in  all  samples  of  mains  supply  examined  by  this 
Department.  Thirty  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  land  springs  and  for¬ 
warded  for  bacteriological  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 
Twelve  of  the  samples  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory. 

Three  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  Council’s  swimming  baths  and 
forwarded  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  chemical  analysis.  All  samples  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory.  In  addition,  4  samples  were  taken  and  forwarded  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination  and  were  also  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewage 

During  the  year  sewage  from  the  district  continued  to  be  treated  at  the 
various  works  at  East  Tanfield,  Hustledown,  Dipton  and  Rowlands  Gill. 

No  major  work  was  carried  out  during  the  year  but  the  Council’s  Consulting 
Engineers  prepared  a  scheme  for  new  works  to  replace  the  existing  works  at 
Dipton  and  work  will  commence  on  the  construction  of  the  new  works  on  15th 
January,  1968.

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Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

There  are  two  premises  licensed  for  the  keeping  of  pet  animals — one  at  Stanley 
and  one  at  Annfield  Plain.  Routine  inspections  were  carried  out  at  these  premises 
during  the  year  and  no  action  was  required  by  this  Department. 

The  Council  makes  it  a  condition  of  issue  of  a  licence  that  the  proprietors  of 
pet  shops  should  also  issue  leaflets  dealing  with  the  feeding,  care  and  manage¬ 
ment  of  each  animal  sold. 

Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960 

It  was  reported  last  year  that  no  complaints  were  received.  This  year  a 
number  of  complaints  were  received,  all  concerning  chimes  operated  by  drivers 
of  ice  cream  vans. 

Many  years  ago  the  ice  cream  trade  was  more  or  less  seasonal  but  it  is  no 
longer  so.  In  addition,  these  vans  are,  in  effect,  mobile  shops,  selling  confec¬ 
tionery,  chocolate,  cigarettes,  etc.,  as  well  as  ice  cream.  As  the  vans  are  on  the 
road  during  the  dark  evenings  the  drivers  announce  their  presence  by  means  of 
chimes.  This  is  more  important  to  them  in  winter-time  than  in  the  light,  summer 
evenings.  In  addition,  some  of  the  driver-salesmen  are  part-time  employees 
working  only  in  the  evenings. 

The  owners  of  the  vehicles  concerned,  and  the  drivers  where  this  was  possible 
have  been  advised  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  and  warned  that  repeated  con¬ 
traventions  may  result  in  legal  action. 

Atmoshperic  Pollition 

The  measurement  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  atmosphere  was 
continued  during  the  year  as  part  of  the  National  Survey.  Four  sites  are  in 
operation  and  daily  readings  are  taken  (see  Appendix  F). 

During  the  year  under  review  two  Smoke  Control  Orders,  covering  the 
Council’s  new  housing  developments  at  East  Stanley  and  extensions  to  the 
Lintz  Estate,  Burnopfield,  were  confirmed  by  the  Minister.  The  majority  of 
houses  on  these  estates  are  fitted  with  solid  fuel  room-heaters  and  central  heating. 
A  few  houses  have  gas  central  heating  and  the  flatlets  on  the  Lintz  Estate  have 
under-floor  electric  heating. 

Many  owner-occupiers  are  becoming  interested  in  modern  heating  appliances 
which  are  much  more  efficient  than  the  open  coal  fire  and  numerous  enquiries 
were  received  during  the  year  about  grants  for  the  installation  of  closed  room- 
heaters,  central  heating  and  gas  fires.  No  such  grant  is  available  unless  the  house 
is  included  in  a  Smoke  Control  Area  and  no  grant,  as  yet,  is  available  to  assist 
in  the  installation  of  central  heating. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 

Meetings  of  the  County  Workable  Areas  Committee  and  the  Durham  No.  2 
Area  Committee  continued  to  be  held  during  the  year.  Problems  arising  from 
routine  control  work  were  discussed  and  talks  on  specialised  subjects  were 
given.  Ministry  and  Divisional  Officers  attended  to  offer  technical  advice  where 
necessary. 
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As  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  the  main¬ 
tenance  treatment  of  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  was  carried  out  at  two 
six-monthly  intervals — the  first  treatment  between  17th  April  and  5th  May  and 
the  second  between  9th  October  and  3rd  November. 

Evidence  of  rat  infestation  of  sewers  showed  a  steady  decline  during  the  first 
few  years  of  maintenance  treatment  but  the  incidence  of  infestation  does  not 
seem  to  fall  below  a  certain,  basic  level.  The  Ministry  repeatedly  warns  that, 
in  their  experience,  the  level  of  infestation  rises  very  rapidly  unless  regular 
maintenance  treatment  is  carried  out. 

During  the  year  24  food  shops  and  food  preparation  rooms  and  9  schools 
were  dealt  with  because  of  rat  or  mice  infestations.  One  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven  dwelling  houses  received  treatment  for  the  eradication  of  rodents.  For 
details  of  inspections,  etc.  see  Appendix  E.

(ii)  Improvement  Grants  and  Improvement  Areas 


The  attitude  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  towards 
Discretionary  Improvement  Grants  has  relaxed  somewhat  and  two  Council 
houses  were  improved  with  the  aid  of  Discretionary  Grants  and  opened  to  the 
public  from  27th  February  to  8th  March  in  order  to  demonstrate  the  type  of 
improvements  for  which  Discretionary  Grants  are  available.  The  demonstration, 
unfortunately,  coincided  with  a  period  of  very  inclement  weather  and  although 
over  1,000  people  visited  the  houses  it  is  thought  that  the  attendance  was 
reduced  by  weather  conditions. 


The  Standard  Grant  Scheme  for  the  improvement  of  older  houses  proceeded 
normally  during  the  year.  There  were  no  administration  changes  and  the 
amenities  for  which  grants  are  available  remained  unchanged. 


With  the  Council’s  approval  a  survey  was  made  of  all  houses  within  what 
later  became  known  as  the  Tantobie  Village  Improvement  Scheme  in  order  to 
ascertain  what,  if  any,  improvements  could  be  made  with  the  aid  of  grants. 
Many  houses  were  found  to  be  improved  up  to  Standard  Grant  standard  and 
where  this  did  not  apply  personal  visits  were  made  to  try  to  persuade  owner- 
occupiers  to  complete  inprovement  with  grant  aid.  Landlords  and  agents  of 
tenanted  properties  were  also  contacted  by  letter  and  offered  grants  to  moder¬ 
nise  their  houses.  While  there  was  a  small,  immediate  response  it  may  be  that 
this  survey  and  personal  discussions  will  only  show  results  over  a  prolonged 
period.

(iii)  Medical  Priority 

The  practice  of  allocating  a  number  of  houses  to  medical  cases  was  continued 
during  the  year  and  74  applicants  for  Council  houses  requested  medical  priority. 
Only  6  householders  were  considered  to  justify  special  consideration  (1  tuber¬ 
culous  case  and  5  physically  handicapped).  Five  families  were  rehoused  during 
the  year  making  a  total  of  258  since  1946  on  medical  grounds. 

Eighteen  families  occupying  Council  houses  requested  medical  priority  for 
transfers  to  more  suitable  accommodation  and  4  applications  were  granted. 

(iv)  Houses  Unfit  for  Human  Habitation 

During  the  year  71  houses  were  allocated  to  families  from  slum  clearance 
properties,  15  of  whom  were  rehoused  in  aged  persons’  bungalows. 

During  the  year  it  was  found  necessary  for  the  Council  to  carry  out  repairs 
in  default  to  a  private  house  in  Oxhill.  It  was  also  found  necessary  for  the 
Council  to  carry  out  demolition  and  clearance  of  sites  of  three  private  houses 
in  the  area  in  default. 

(^7)  Clearance  Areas 

During  the  year  the  rehousing  of  tenants  from  the  Towneley  Street  Clearance 
area  was  commenced  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  only  5  houses  remained  occupied. 
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(b)  Individual  Orders 

Twenty-nine  demolition  orders  were  made  on  properties  throughout  the 
district  and  41  houses  under  orders  were  demolished.  Twenty-two  houses 
remained  occupied  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

(c)  Undertakings  to  Carry  out  Improvements 

One  undertaking  to  carry  out  improvements  was  accepted  by  the  Council 
and  carried  out  during  the  year. 

{d)  Council  Houses 

During  the  year  the  rehousing  of  tenants  *  and  closing  of  temporary  pre¬ 
fabricated  bungalows  on  the  Sycamore  Gardens  Estate  at  Burnopfield  continued 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  27  tenants  had  been  rehoused  and  13  bungalows  still 
remained  occupied. 

In  addition,  the  remaining  tenants  from  the  prefabricated  bungalows  on  the 
Birch  Crescent  Estate  at  Burnopfield  were  rehoused  and  the  bungalows 
demolished. 

One  prefabricated  bungalow  on  the  Oakwood  Gardens  Estate  in  Catchgate 
was  demolished  after  the  tenant  had  been  rehoused  by  the  Council;  the  site 
being  required  for  road  development  purposes. 

During  the  year  the  rehousing  of  tenants  from  unfit  houses  purchased  by  the 
Council  continued  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  22  families  still  remained  to  be 
rehoused. 

All  the  above  tenants  were  rehoused  from  the  slum  clearance  allocation. 

(e)  Slum  Clearance 

Progress  with  the  demolition  of  substandard  property  continued  during  the 
year.  The  following  table  shows  the  numbers  of  houses  demolished  since  1947 
together  with  the  number  of  houses  built  during  that  period.

All  public  health  inspectors  on  the  staff  of  the  Department  are  authorised 
officers  under  the  Act. 

During  the  year  474  visits  were  made  to  registered  premises  and  1 1  new 
businesses  were  registered  under  the  Act.  Twenty-four  notices  were  served 
requesting  compliance  with  various  provisions  and  twenty-two  were  complied 
with. 

While  the  occupiers  of  larger  businesses  are  now  aware  of  the  provisions  of 
the  Act  and  are  generally  co-operative,  some  occupiers  of  small  businesses  do 
not  seem  to  be  aware  of  the  Act  or  its  provisions  relating  to  their  premises  and 
in  some  cases  do  not  seem  to  realise  the  necessity  of  registering  with  the  Council. 

The  Minister  issued  a  series  of  circulars  during  the  year  for  the  guidance  of 
local  authorities  but  no  legal  standard  of  light.  The  Minister  has  recently 
decided  against  a  statutory  standard  of  lighting  on  the  grounds  that  this  would 
constitute  the  standard  to  be  aimed  at.  He  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  better 
premises  have  already  a  better  standard  of  lighting  than  any  statutory  standard 
which  would  be  fixed  and  that  occupiers  should  be  encouraged  to  provide  the 
highest  standard  commensurate  with  health  and  welfare.  This  decision  by  the 
Minister  does  not  ease  the  Department’s  task  in  improving  the  lighting  of 
premises. 

The  commonest  accidents  occurring  during  the  year  were  those  involving 
slicing  machines.  Whilst  employers  are  required  to  provide  adequate  guards 
for  all  machinery,  and  this  regulation  is  normally  complied  with,  the  accidents 
reported  are,  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  largely  due  to  familiarity  or  careless¬ 
ness  on  the  part  of  the  operator.

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(d)  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


(i)  General 

During  the  year  709  inspections  were  made  of  the  various  types  of  food 
establishments  and  16  informal  notices  were  served  on  the  owners  to  carry  out 
certain  repairs.  Thirty  informal  notices  were  complied  with  during  the  year. 

The  general  standard  of  food  shops,  so  far  as  the  premises  and  equipment  are 
concerned,  continued  to  improve  and  the  trend  towards  self-service,  wrapped 
food  and  the  increasing  use  of  cold-storage  facilities  continued.  Some  cases  were 
found  where  the  store  rooms  of  smaller  businesses  were  very  overcrowded  owing 
to  the  lack  of  accommodation  and  bulk  buying  and  cleaning  was  therefore 
difficult. 

The  importance  of  the  careful  handling  of  open  and  perishable  food  is  fully 
appreciated  by  the  managements  of  larger  businesses  and  staffs  are  paying  more 
attention  to  this  important  aspect  of  food  hygiene.  Unfortunately,  not  all 
concerned  with  food  are  as  conscious  as  they  should  be  of  their  responsibilities. 
While  the  Department  is  constantly  supervising  and  advising  on  food  hygiene 
it  is  only  possible  to  visit  food  premises  at  intervals.  The  person  with  the  most 
authority  is  the  customer.  If  the  customer  is  dis-satisfied  with  the  conditions 
and  practices  which  he  or  she  observes  in  food  shops,  a  complaint  to  the 
Department  will  receive  immediate  attention  but  the  most  effective  action 
which  the  customer  can  take  is  to  remove  her  custom.  If  enough  customers  did 
this  then  any  shops  with  a  poor  standard  of  hygiene  or  cleanliness  would  close. 

The  ‘hardy  annual’,  the  mouldy  meat  pie  is  disappearing  gradually  due  to  the 
repeated  emphasis  by  the  large  manufacturers  on  stock  rotation.  The  old 
practice  of  ‘sale  or  return’  has  virtually  ceased  so  far  as  meat  pies  and  similar 
perishable  goods  are  concerned. 

Wholesalers  and  retailers  in  the  food  trade  are  very  co-operative  and  it  was 
not  necessary  to  institute  any  formal  action  during  the  year.

(e)  PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 

AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

There  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  confirmed 
during  the  year  there  being  414  as  compared  with  459  in  1966. 

For  analysis  of  notified  and  confirmed  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  see 
Appendix  B. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

These  continue  to  be  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at 
the  General  Hospital,  Westgate  Road,  Newcastle  upon  Tyne. 

This  public  health  service  is  free  within  the  National  Health  Service  and 
is  designed  to  assist  all  concerned  in  the  diagnosis,  prevention  and  control  of 
infection. 

Specimens  may  be  submitted  by  doctors,  veterinarians,  dentists,  persons 
acting  on  behalf  of  medical  officers  of  health  such  as  public  health  inspectors 
and  health  visitors,  or  by  representatives  of  official  bodies.  Specimens  cannot 
be  accepted  from  private  persons. 

Routine  specimens  examined  fall  under  two  main  headings  {a)  medical 
specimens,  and  (b)  sanitary  specimens  from  local  or  food  authorities  or,  by 
arrangement,  from  commercial  undertakings. 

The  following  vaccines  and  antisera  are  issued  to  individual  doctors  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Newcastle. 

Gamma  Globulin; 

Antivaccinial  Gamma  Globulin; 

Rabies  vaccine  and  antiserum; 

Typhus  vaccine. 

Note: 

Therapeutic  sera  or  antitoxins  are  not  issued  but  may  be  obtained  from 
certain  hospitals. 

Diphtheria,  pertussis,  poliomyelitis,  tetanus  and  smallpox  vaccines  may  be 
obtained  through  the  local  health  authority — Durham  County  Council. 

TAB  and  other  vaccines  may  be  obtained  from  retail  pharmaceutical  chemists. 

Yellow  fever  vaccination  is  done  only  at  centres  designated  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  the  local  centre  being  at  the  Central  School  Clinic,  12-18  City  Road, 
Newcastle  upon  Tyne,  1 — Telephone  Newcastle  25609.

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Measles.  Of  the  254  notified  cases  of  this  disease  156  were  under  the  age  of  5 
years.  No  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough.  Eleven  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  8  being  under  the 
age  of  5  years.  This  low  incidence  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  greater  number  of 
infants  being  immunised.  Nevertheless,  it  must  be  remembered  that  whooping 
cough  can  still  be  a  killing  disease  in  infancy  and  every  effort  should  be  made  to 
protect  infants  from  infection  by : 

{a)  commencing  immunisation  early  at  2-3  months  and 
{b)  ensuring  that  all  other  children  in  the  family  are  fully  protected,  not 
only  by  a  full  course  of  immunisation  but  by  a  booster  dose  at  18 
months.

Diphtheria.  It  is  now  12  years  since  a  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  in  the 
area  and  14  years  since  the  last  death  from  diphtheria.  It  is  most  important, 
however,  that  all  children  are  given  protection  in  infancy  and  that  booster 
injections  are  given  at  the  ages  of  18  months  and  5  years. 

A  school  scheme  for  diphtheria/ tetanus  and  diphtheria  immunisation  was 
carried  out  in  all  infants  schools  early  in  the  year.  Children  whose  parents  had 
given  consent  were  given  full  courses  or  booster  doses  as  required.  Details  of 
the  number  of  children  immunised  are  set  out  on  the  following  table.

The  significant  figure  in  smallpox  vaccination  is  the  proportion  of  infants 
vaccinated  under  two  years.  In  Stanley  this  figure  was  22  per  cent  as  compared 
with  19  per  cent  in  1966. 

Poliomyelitis.  Although  it  is  now  thirteen  years  since  a  case  of  poliomyelitis 
was  notified  in  the  area  it  is  nevertheless  important  to  continue  vaccinating 
the  young  children  to  prevent  any  occurence  of  a  poliomyelitis  outbreak. 
Now  that  oral  vaccine  has  made  vaccination  so  easy,  it  should  be  possible  to 
have  all  infants  vaccinated.

Food  Poisoning.  There  were  7  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  during  the  year 
but  on  investigation  none  of  them  were  confirmed. 

Dysentery.  There  were  2  outbreaks  during  the  year,  1  in  the  Burnopfield  area 
and  one  in  the  Tantobie  and  Tanfield  Lea  Areas. 


A  total  of  138  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  120  being  confirmed,  47 
of  whom  were  school  children.  The  infecting  organism  was  Shigella  sonnei  and 
the  illness  was  mild.  The  47  school  children  were  excluded  from  school  until 
free  from  infection  and  it  was  necessary  to  exclude  9  food  handlers  and  1  nurse 
from  work.  Six  notified  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital.

B.  Tuberculosis  Services  in  the  Area 

(i)  Special  sessions  for  contacts  of  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  have  been 
continued  at  the  Chest  Clinic  at  South  Moor  Hospital.  During  the  year  57 
contacts  were  skin  tested,  43  were  found  to  be  tuberculin  negative  and  were 
vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  In  addition,  8  newborn  babies  were  vaccinated  with 
B.C.G. 
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(ii)  The  fourteenth  annual  vaccination  of  school  children  in  the  Urban 
District  was  carried  out  during  the  months  of  October  and  November.  Children 
of  1 1  years  and  upwards  were  included  in  the  scheme  and  the  parents  of  584 
children  consented  to  have  their  children  given  skin  tests  and,  if  necessary 
given  B.C.G.  vaccine.  Of  these,  498  children  were  skin  tested  and  390  were 
found  to  be  negative  reactors.  Three  hundred  and  seventy-six  of  the  negative 
reactors  were  given  B.C.G.  (see  details  on  page  32),  14  not  being  vaccinated  for 
medical  reasons. 


All  the  positive  reactors  (82)  who  had  not  previously  received  B.C.G.  vaccina¬ 
tion  in  earlier  childhood  were  referred  for  x-ray  of  the  chest. 


Following  the  notification  of  a  case  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  in  a  child 
attending  a  junior  school  in  the  district  investigation  of  contacts  was  carried 
out  at  the  school.  A  total  of  248  children,  whose  parents  had  consented,  were 
given  skin  tests  and  arrangements  were  made  for  the  15  positive  reactors  to 
attend  the  Chest  Clinic.  Fourteen  children  attended  the  Chest  Clinic  and  the 
x-rays  of  13  children  were  found  to  be  negative.  Arrangements  were  made  by 
the  Chest  Physician  for  a  follow-up  of  the  other  child.  The  child  who  did  not 
attend  the  Chest  Clinic  was  in  hospital  at  the  time  of  investigation. 


All  the  members  of  the  teaching  staff  together  with  members  of  the  meals 
staff,  a  clerk  and  a  caretaker  attended  for  x-ray  and  were  found  to  be  negative. 

The  tuberculin  testing  of  school  entrants  was  continued  during  the  year.  The 
test  is  included  as  part  of  the  first  medical  examination  at  school  and  is  carried 
out  by  the  health  visitor  a  week  before  it  is  read  by  the  school  medical  officer 
at  the  time  of  the  medical  examination.  Positive  reactors  are  referred  to  the 
Chest  Clinic  for  investigation  and  contacts  of  all  tuberculous  positive  cases 
are  investigated. 

(iii)  Those  needing  sanatorium  treatment  are  admitted  to  Maiden  Law 
Hospital  and  the  few  who  require  thoracic  surgery  are  transferred  to  Shotley 
Bridge  General  Hospital.  During  the  year  14  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  admitted 
for  hospital  treatment. 

(iv)  There  were  321  patients  on  the  tuberculosis  register — 231  pulmonary 
and  90  non-pulmonary — at  the  end  of  the  year  as  compared  with  325  in  1966. 

(v)  Requests  for  nursing  requisites  are  forwarded  by  this  Department  to  the 
County  Health  Department.  Nursing  requisities  are  stored  in  Durham  City. 

(vi)  Three  Council  houses  have  been  allocated  to  tuberculous  cases  during 
the  year,  a  total  of  254  having  been  rehoused  since  1946. 

(vii)  All  milk  retailed  in  the  area  is  produced  from  tuberculin  tested  herds  or 
is  subject  to  a  pasteurising  or  sterilising  process.

(f)  OTHER  HEALTH  SERVICES 


1 .  Care  of  the  Aged 

During  the  year  a  number  of  requests  for  hospital  and  hostel  accommodation 
for  aged  persons  who  were  in  need  of  care  and  attention  was  received  from 
family  doctors  and  relatives.  All  cases  were  investigated  and  where  necessary 
recommendation  for  hostel  accommodation  was  forwarded  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  It  was  found  necessary  to  take  action  under  Section  47  of  the 
National  Assistance  Acts,  1948-51  for  the  compulsory  removal  of  an  old  man 
of  87  years  who  was  removed  to  Lee  Hill  Hospital  on  11th  January,  1967.  He 
soon  settled  down  in  hospital,  made  good  progress  and  was  later  transferred 
to  Part  III  accommodation. 


The  number  of  applications  for  Council  aged  persons’  bungalows  was  308, 
an  increase  of  10  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Ninety-nine  families  were 
rehoused  in  51  new  bungalows  and  48  re-lets  during  the  year. 


Meals  on  Wheels  Service 

This  service,  run  by  the  Women’s  Royal  Voluntary  Service,  continued  during 
the  year;  60  meals  are  delivered  weekly  to  old  people  and  most  parts  of  the 
district  are  covered.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a  waiting  list  for  this 
service. 


The  luncheon  club  continued  to  m.eet  weekly,  on  Wednesdays,  in  the  Church 
Hall,  Leazes,  Burnopfield.  A  two-course  meal,  with  tea  and  biscuits,  is  provided 
to  the  members  of  the  club  who  are  present  limited  to  20  persons,  priority  being 
given  to  old  people  over  65  years  of  age  who  are  living  alone. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a  waiting  list  of  persons  wishing  to  become 
members  of  this  club. 


Chiropody  Service 

Sessions  continued  to  be  held  at  the  local  chiropodist’s  premises  in  Station 
Road,  Stanley,  and  at  the  Durham  County  Council  Mobile  Unit  situated 
outside  the  Trinity  Methodist  Church,  Catchgate.  There  is  an  increasing 
demand  for  this  service  by  the  old  people  of  the  district  and  sessions  had  to  be 
increased  during  the  year  at  both  chiropody  clinics. 


2.  Physically  Handicapped  Persons 

The  Stanley  and  District  Branch  of  the  Durham  County  Association  for  the 
Welfare  of  the  Physically  Handicapped  continued  to  operate  successfully. 
Meetings  are  held  in  the  club  house  in  Stanley  and  all  handicapped 
persons  are  welcome. 


The  Council  continued  to  carry  out  adaptations,  on  request,  to  a  number  of 
houses  occupied  by  physically  handicapped  persons  and  the  County  Council 
shared  the  costs. 
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B.  LOCAL  HEALTH  AUTHORITY  SERVICES 


In  1948  the  County  Council  adopted  the  Ministry  approved  scheme  for 
dividing  the  Administrative  County  into  Areas  for  each  of  which  an  Area 
Health  Sub-Committee  was  appointed.  Lanchester  Rural,  Consett  Urban  and 
Stanley  Urban  Districts,  with  a  total  population  of  approximately  100,000, 
comprise  No.  3  Area,  meetings  of  the  Area  Health  Sub-Committee  being  held 
quarterly.  The  Area  Office  is  situated  at  the  Health  Department,  Council 
Offices,  Tantobie. 


The  County  Medical  Officer  has  kindly  agreed  to  the  incorporation  in  this 
report  of  the  statistics  relating  to  the  personal  health  services.

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Vaccination  and  Immunisation 

Vaccination  and  immunisation  have  been  carried  out  at  Infant  and  Child 
Welfare  Clinics  throughout  the  area  and  by  general  medical  practitioners  in 
their  surgeries  by  personal  arrangement  with  parents. 

When  a  child  reaches  the  age  of  3  months  leaflets  drawing  attention  to  the 
need  for  children  to  be  protected  against  poliomyelitis,  smallpox,  diphtheria, 
and  whooping  couch  are  sent  through  the  post  to  the  parents.  Further  leaflets 
are  sent  regarding  smallpox  vaccination  and  diphtheria  immunisation  when  a 
child  reaches  the  age  of  1  year.  Assistant  welfare  medical  officers  and  health 
visitors  encourage  mothers  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered.

During  the  year  687  live  and  still  births  were  assigned  to  the  Area,  530 
77%  occurred  in  hospital  and  157  (23%)  at  home,  6  of  the  midwife-booked 
cases  of  the  latter  being  delivered  in  the  presence  of  a  doctor.  There  were  13 
stillborn  births  and  12  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life. 

Of  the  10  County  Midwives  carrying  out  domiciliary  midwifery  in  the  district 
3  own  cars  which  they  are  authorised  to  use  in  the  course  of  their  official  duties. 
All  are  trained  in  the  use  of  and  possess  apparatus  for  gas  and  air  analgesia. 
Approximately  66%  of  the  domicilary  cases  were  given  gas  and  air  analgesia 
and  67%  Pethidine.

Operating  under  the  overall  supervision  of  the  Central  Control  at  Durham 
to  which  it  is  linked  by  direct  telephone  line  the  depot  acts  as  a  reception  point 
for  calls  of  the  Service  arising  in  the  North  West  portion  of  the  County.  It 
provides  a  24  hour  emergency  service  for  this  area  besides  being  available  to 
provide  transport  for  out-patients  attending  hospital  for  examination  and 
treatment.  All  calls  and  bookings  for  ambulances  are  now  made  through  the 
Central  Control  at  Durham — Telephone  Number  Durham  4488. 

A  proportion  of  the  vehicles  are  equipped  with  radio  and  this  additional 
form  of  control  is  exercised  direct  from  Durham. 


The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Stanley 
Depot  during  the  year  as  compared  with  previous  years.  While  the  bulk  of 
the  work  relates  to  the  transporting  of  patients  residing  in  the  Urban  District 
a  portion  of  it  is  concerned  with  patients  living  outside  the  area  who  have  been 
conveyed  as  emergency  cases  from  parts  of  the  North-West  area  referred  to 
above  for  which  the  Depot  is  responsible.  To  some  small  extent,  also,  the 
co-ordination  of  out-patient  journeys  on  a  County  basis  accounts  for  the 
inclusion  of  other  non-residents  of  the  Urban  District.

(e)  Domestic  Held  Service 

At  the  beginning  of  January,  1967  454  cases  in  this  district  were  being  served 
by  a  Home  help.  There  were  191  new  cases  during  the  year  and  of  the  total  of 
645  cases  receiving  the  services,  630  were  chronic  sick  (including  aged  and 
infirm),  1  maternity  case,  1  tuberculous  case,  and  there  were  13  others.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  there  were  480  cases  in  the  area. 

(f)  Mental  Health  Services 

Occupation  Centre  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children 

A  wing  of  the  former  I.D.  Hospital  at  Villa  Real,  Consett,  converted  in 
1953,  has  continued  to  be  used  for  mentally  sub-normal  children  excluded  from 
school  under  Section  57  of  the  Education  Act,  1944.  Twenty-one  males  up  to  the 
age  of  16  years  and  19  females  under  21  from  the  North-West  of  Durham 
travel  daily  to  this  Centre.  The  Education  Department  has  arranged  from  the 
outset  provision  of  school  meals  and  free  milk  for  these  pupils.  A  special  bus 
collects  pupils  each  morning  and  returns  them  to  their  homes  each  afternoon. 

(g)  Local  Health  Authority  Hostel  Accommodation 

Admission  of  those  needing  care  and  attention  to  local  authority  hostels  is 
arranged  directly  with  the  County  Health  Department  but  cases  requiring 
urgent  attention  are  often  referred  by  their  own  doctors  to  the  local  health 
department.
